T he wind which sp rang up y esterday

jury , but Cap t. Ey stra has no house for 
them to burn arid is able to care for 
himself against any crowd of “ wind­ 
jam m ers” such as these fellows ap p ear 
to be. 
He say s seining iri Rock river! 
has got to stop and he has a multitude 
of « law-abiding citizens behind 
him 
tha t will bear him out in this asser­ 
tion.” 
Now Fish W arden Cap tain John Ey s­ 
tra evidently think s that unless he can 
mak e it ap p ear that he is doing some- j 
thing, the Fish Commissioner may be­ 
come unp leasantly officious and think 
that he is not earning his wages; and 
so facts must not stand in the way . 
Now, it is undoubtedly true that fish 
are being unlawfully caught in this vi­ 
cinity , and it may be true that Brig­ 
ham Young and Hep Hill a re guilty in 
that matter: but FRh W arden Cap tain 
John Ey stra conducted his investiga­ 
tion so clumsily t ha t he failed to p rove 
it. 
Instead of being “caught in the 
act,” they w ere arrested while legit­ 
imately seining for a lost gun, and in­ 
stead of being fined and imp risoned' 
they were (p erhap s somewhat reluct­ 
antly ) acquitted. 
Then, again, while 
Brigham and Hop are p erhap s not

Wo often hear people who have paid 
U minute visits to Paris talk of the 
Dcauties of Parisian cuisine. 
Here are 
i few of them. 
Just as the Parisians, 
like the cockney coffeehouse keepers, 
have found out how to make coffee 
without coffee, so have also the Parisian | 
restaurateurs found out how to make I 
b* uillon, <r beef tea, without beef. At 1 
the gargotes, the lowest class of Paris 
restaurants, a species of very ingenious 
fraud lias now been common for over 
half a century and maybe more. It con­ 
sists in passing off warm water, colored 
and flavored w ith burned onions and 
caramel and 
into which some little 
grease bubbles have been injected, as 
soup. 
Ir is true that bones which have 
been twice stew« d, first by the larger 
restaurants and secondly by the inf« -ri<*r 
class of traitcurs and cast away as done 
with, are stewed in this water for the 
third time, in order that it m ay be im ­ 
pregnated, if possible, w ith some parti­ 
cle of animal substance; but, as tins op­ 
eration fails to impart to it those little 
greasy bubbles which the French term 
“ eyes,” and for which the shrewd fre­ 
quenters« f these establishments invaria­ 
bly look in order to satisfy themselves 
that th« - broth tlu-v drink has been ¡u-r- 
nally made from meat, a clever cook 
got over the difficulty by blowing a 
spoonful of tisli oil, which, falling into 
the caldron or soup tureen, formed the 
eyes so dear to epicures. 
Parisians of a certain class are inordi­ 
nate caters of ham — in fact, almost as 
many hams are eaten in Paris as could 
be furnished 
by till tin- pigs killed 
throughout the whole of France, even 
allowing for both shoulder and 1« g be­ 
ing cured in accordance* w ith French 
practice. Th« > demand used— and may 
be now— to be supplied in this wise. 
The dealers in cooked hams bought up 
the old ham bones at a couple of s-ais a 
piece and ingeniously ins« rte-d them into 
pieces of picked pork, which they trim- 
mo<l into shape and coated with grated 
crusts. In this way many bom s did duty 
hundreds of time s ove r, lasting, in fact, 
for years. They w aid 1» ave the dealers 
in the morning and fre quently re turn 
to them the* same night, to epiit the m 
again the following day. 
Neve-rth« -less 
the supply could hardly kee p pace with 
the demand. (July fancy the* ineoim-n- 
ie-nce of having to wait for your ham 
until your neighbor’s servant took back 
the* ham bone which the eharenfii r re­ 
lied upon receivingyesterday! It was to 
obviate such a stat« - of things that an 
inge-nious individual conce ive cl the- id» a 
of m anufacturing ham bone s whole sale*, 
and i re long he drove a thriving trade 
at 10 sous a dozen, since* which time 
the* stock of hams has augmented and 
the delicacy has be e me l<-ss difficult of 
attainment. Much in the same way an­ 
other inge-nious individual, knowing the- 
immense consumption of cocks’ combs in 
Paris for ragouts, coejuilles of cocks’ 
combs and vol-au-vents and se*eing the 
high price s the said cocks’ combs com­ 
manded owing to the limited supply, 
sot to we rk to minister t*> th« - demand 
and duly establish* d himself as a m an­ 
ufacture r <jf cocks’ combs. So ex te nsive 
was the trade done by him that he 
found it necessary to se t up a small 
ste am e ngine. I le- was a great enthusiast 
and was accustomed to pride* himself 
upon the artificial cocks’ combs which 
emanated from his atelier being great- 
iy superior to the natural article. 
This is the way our artist went to 
work. As the same me thod is largely 
worked at this day in London as well 
as in Paris— ay, and in N« *w York and 
New Orleans— we purposely use the 
present ten si; for a ton e . 
He* takes the 
palate of a bullock, cow, calf, she-ep e»r 
goat—i ith ir will elo, though lie- prefers 
the lir-t. 
Afte r having blaneh« -d it in 
boiling w ater ho macerates it and de­ 
taches the flesh of the palatic vault 
without in the slightest el< gre-e derang­ 
ing it and then place s it under a stam p­ 
ing machine, which punches 
combs more perfect in shape* than those 
produced by nature, yet sufficiently re- 
sembling them to deceive the e-omiois- 
se-urs. Still, there is a way of detecting 
the artificial 
pr duetion— the- clocks’ 
e* mbs « f clumsy nature- have papilla-on 
b .th sides, whereas those* t» f art have* 
them only cm one*. 
< ounterfeit eoe-ks’ 
combs are sold as low as l sous th« - 
doze'll in Paris to poult* rerv, k« « p» rs iff 
restaurants, pastry cooks, e tc., and at 6 
sou- to cook- in private* families. 
Apropos of our subject, this man, in 
his mtt ree ur-e* with pnultcre rs, got to 
learn that when they eliel u*>t sell their 
turkeys off at once the y were obliged 
to lower the price about one-fifth e*vt;ry 
subsequent day e.r submit to a loss, al­ 
though the turke-y might pre*sent the 
same appearance of freshness that it did 
when first killeei. And yet nocookcemld 
be deceive d, and this solely because* the- 
bird’s legs, which were black and shiny 
on the day of its death, assumed a more; 
and more grayish tone- as time we nt on. 
This was quite- sufficient for our man of 
genius, 
Th« - shrewd manufacturer of 
cocks’ combs hastened home and set to 
work to compound a varnish which 
should defy the attacks *>f time 
and 
render turkeys’ legs ever 
fresh and 
youthful. In a couple of days he- re turn­ 
ed trium phant to the market and fur­ 
nished th» * best procf i>f his suee*< ss by 
decoirirg tie- de al- rs themselve-s. Trial- 
were nex t made upc-n the public, and 
turkeys with varnished }eg< we re off* i« -d 
to the cunningest c-o.ks, who, deceive-« ! 
by appearance« , made 
their pure-has» -- 
without 
demanding 
the 
cu-te mary 
abatement, and th>- conservation of the 
brilliant luster of turkeys’ legs became 
from that to:;*- b-rward a regular tr etl<. 
which certainly say- little- j r the-hon­ 
esty of the- poult* r rs, 1* ss for the judg­ 
ment of the coc ks, and l**ast ef all for 
the assumed delicacy < 
f taste * f th« . Pa­ 
risian gourmets.— London Globe.
